She is thus so placed 
that she has unrivaled natural advantages 
tor supplying the South with all the North- 
ern products that it needs. This will 
naturally dtaw to and through Louisville 
a large share of the products oi the South. 
These will seek the markets of the world 
through the ports upon the Gult or South 
Atlantic seaboard, or they will, ia ex- 
change for Northern productions, be 
brought to Northern cities, or, through the 
great channels of transportation, will seek 
Northern seaports for transmission to Eu- 
rope. Seven routes for freight will con- 
pect the cotton belt with the South Atlan- 
tie seaboard cities of Charleston, 
Savannah, Brunswick and Jackson- 
vile. From 8t Marks will rad 
ate five, from Pensacola six, trom 
Mobile three, and trom New Orleans tour

From Cincinnati to Pensacola through 
Chattanooga, by way ot existing and pro- 
posed roads, is trom 763 to 968 miles; 
while from Cincinnati to Pensacola by 
way of Louisville, Nashville, Decatur, and 
Montgomery it wil) only be 786 miles, 
which will be only 23 miles longer than 
the shortest proposed route by way of 
Chattanooga. In other words, Lowsville 
is 84 miles nearer to Pensacola than Cip- 
cinnati willbe by her shortest proposed 
route 


St. Marks, on Appalachee Bay, is an m- 
portant Gulf outlet From Olucinnati to it 
by way of Knoxville will be 1,008 miles, 
and by the Cimcinnati Southern road, 
through 984 miles, while St. 
Marks by way of Decatur, Montgomery 
and will be only 819 miles 
trom Louisville. This indicates that trade 
will more naturally flow between Louis 
ville and St. Marks and all intermediate 
places than between Cincinnati and St. 
Marks. 

Brunswick is the finest harbor on the 
South Atlantic seaboard. From Cincinnati 
to Brunswick by way of Kuoxville, Chat- 
tanooga, Atlanta and Macon 1s 832 miles, 
and by the proposed Cincinnati Southern 
road 778 miles, while trom Louisville to 
Brunswick by way ot Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga, Atlanta and Macon will be only 
765 miles. Brunswick is thus 13 miles 
nearer Louisville than it is to Cincinnati 
by proposed routes and 67 miles nearer 
Louisville than Cincinnati by way of the 
existing roads and Knoxville. 

Loutville, being nearer Chattanooga 
man Cincinpatt will be when 
her Southern road is built, will 
have that advantage in reaching 
Savannah and Charleston. Even for 
Louisville to reach Savannah by way ol 
Nasbville, Decatur, Montgomery and Ma- 
con would only be from 26 to 80 miles 
longer than the shortest proposed route 
from Cincinnati to Savannah, yet would 
pass through a country of easy grades and 


the cotton belt of the South. 


St. Louis is 841 miles west of Cincinnati, 
and in a straight line, 200 miles west of this 
city; but St. Louis is 68 miles nearer Me- 
ridian, in the heert of the cotton belt, than 
Cincinnati is, and Louisville is 968 miles 
nearer Meridian than St. Louis is. 

These demonstrations show that Louis- 
ville w nearer extreme railroad termini in 
the South and intermediate places than 
Cincinnati will be when der proposed 
roads are completed, and that to many of 
these places the nearest route that Cinem- 
nati can get is through Louisville. 

From Cincinnati to W.imington, N. C., 
by proposed routes through Knoxville, the 
distance will be 741 miles, while from 
Louisville to Wulmingten by way of Nash- 
ville and the proposed Pacific road, the 
distance will only be 30 miles further, and 
from Louisville by way of Knox- 
vile this city will be thirty 
miles nearer to Wilmington than 
Cincinnati will. This shows that the com- 
pletion of the great North Carolina, Wil- 
mington and Asheville road will be more 
for the ultimate advantage of Louisville 
than of Cincinnati. : 

If the Cmeinuati Southern road is ever 
built to Chattanooga, it will, at Danviile 
or some other point, cross the roads that 
tend to Louisville. Such point will be 
from 70 to 100 miles distant from Louis 
ville and trom 125 to 150 miles distant 
from Cincinnati. Ot course, a large 
of the trade and travel coming over the 
Southern road is likely to find ats way to 
Louisville, the nearest big city, and, unless 
special regulations debar it, the merchants 
ot Louis ville can more readily use the Cin- 
cinuati Southern road, trom the point of 
interscction Southward, than the mer- 
chants of Cincinnati can. 

In the foregoing figures, taken trom 
maps and railroad guides, there may pos- 
sibly be slight inaccuracies, but in the 
main they are correct. + 

Cincinnati is geographically barred trom 
controlling, as she would wish to do, the 
Southern trade, but she may yet bea place 
ot much importance. She has four trunk 
roads coming into ber trem the North and 
two from the South. The Southern ones 
are the Kentucky Central and the 
Louisville Short Line. The others 
are the Marietta and Cincinnati, Little 
Miam), Hamilton and Dayton, aad Obio 
and Mississippi roads. The latter four 
have seven griat feeders which open to 
Cincinuati the tertile valleys by which she 
is surrounded and mesure for her a great 
local trade. The cultivation of this should 
be the ambition of her merchants. They 
might edvantageously build a road that 
would open up to them the trade of South- 
ern Kentucky, a fertile and beautiful dis- 
trict of country; but it is vain for Cincin- 
nati to hope, by the expenditure of ten 
millions of dollars for a Southern railway, 
to get the trade of the cottom region, and 
equally vain to expect to get this by routes 
by which it is proposed to go around Lou- 
isville. The latest of these projects is that 
which propoees to start irom some point, 
probably Mitchell, and build a railroad to 
Rockport, Owensboro, Hartford and Rus 
sellville. The absurdity ef this as a Cin- 
cinnati trade speculation may be obvious 
from a single tact. From Hartiord it will 
be only 85 miles to Louisville, while by 
this proposed route from Hartford to Cin- 
cinnati will be 190 miles. Thus to get to 
Cincinnati the Southern merchants will 
have to go 100 miles further than to get 
to Louisville The fact is, Cincinnat: has 
been the tool of Boston speculators, who 
for selfish pusposes would like to see her 
engage lu costly and vain railroad projects.
